1. IN INTERVIEW WITH FUAD NASSAR, FIRST SECRETARY OF 
JORDANIAN CP, WHO VISITED BUDAPEST DEC 17-22 AT 
INVITATION OF HSWP CENTRAL COMMITTEE APPEARED DEC 29 
PARTY DAILY NEPSZABADSAG. 

2. FUAD STATED THAT IN SPITE OF ISRAELI OPPOSITION, 

JORDANIAN CP WORKING IN OCCUPIED AREAS TO BRING ABOUT 
UNIFIED PALESTINIAN FRONT. SAID CP LABORING ON EASTERN 
SHORE OF JORDAN ALTHOUGH 'RIGHTS AND CONDITIONS NECESSARY 
FOR POLITICAL ACTIVITY NOT ASSURED." FUAD CHARGED THAT 
BECAUSE "REACTIONARY SYSTEM OF JORDAN WAS CLOSELY 
LINKED TO IMPERIALISM ", GOJ TOOK HOSTILE STAND AGAINST 
CAUSE OF PALESTINIANS AND DID NOT TAKE PART DIRECTLY IN 
MIDDLE EAST WAR. 

3. FUAD HAILED GENEVA PEACE CONFERENCE AS "SIGNIFICANT 
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STEP ON ROAD TO SOLVING MIDDLE EAST CRISIS". HE CLAIMED 
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SUPPORT FROM SOVIETS AND OTHER SOCIALISTS DECISIVE FACTOR 
IN "ELIMINATING ISRAELI AGGRESSION”. HE ENDED INTERVIEW 
BY CALLING FOR ESTABLISHMENT OF INDEPENDENT PALESTINIAN 
STATE AND REITERATED JORDANIAN CP DESIRE TO IMPROVE 
RELATIONS WITH PLO IN OCCUPIED*AREAS. 
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
